Green says he 'approached 
groups - representing neo- 
conservatism because members 
had experience with previous 
election campaigns. 



"I approached them because 
they had taken part in federal 
election campaigns — I wanted 
to win the election and they had 
the experience," said Green in 
an interview Friday. 

Asked whether he asked for 
their support because he agreed 
with their politics, Green said: 
"You've got to be kidding. I 
totally disagree with what the 
McGill Magazine stands for." 

Green said he only made one 
campaign promise to the cam- 
pus neo-conservatives — an 
"umbrella organization for 
political parties — from fascists 
to communists — so they could 
all have funding and get an of- 
fice. 

"That's the only thing I pro- 



mised," says Green. 

Green says "they didn't help 
me with policy formation or 
anything like that; they just 
helped me to get around to all 
the big classes and made sure I 
was never walking around cam- 
pus by myself — they made sure 
I always had people around 
me." 

According to campaign co- 
ordinator Steve Smith ,- who saw 
Green as the "moderate alter- 
native," said Green, "unlike 
the Alliance, was not tied to any 
special interests. He is my 
friend." 

Arnold Cohen, editorial 
board member of the Magazine 
and anglophone coordinator of 
P.C. Youth Québec says he is 



"very pleased" with the election 
results. 

Cohen, who says he was 
marginally involved in the cam- 
paign, says he supported Green 
because he was the "moderate" 
candidate. 

Cohen says Green did not ap- 
proach the AfcG/7/ Magazine 
and P.C. McGill because he was 
"receptive to our views." ' 

Rather, says Cohen, "we 
were all afraid of the Alliance, 
not because they were homosex- 
uals, but they represented 
radicalism." 

But according to Alliance 
candidate for y.P. External 
Daron Westman, "We (the

politicizing the. campaign by 
right-wing ideologues who 
themselves politicized the cam- 
paign. 

"They masqueraded as or- 
dinary people," says Westman. 
"They tried to pretend they 
were apolitical but they were 
more politicized than we were." 

Newly-elected Undergraduate 
Board of Governors represen- 
tative and Alliance member 
Amy Kaler agreed with 
Westman: 

"They (the McGill Magazine 
and P.C. McGill) were attemp- 
ting to make what was essential- 
ly a 'left-right' confrontation 
look like a political-apolitical 
confrontation 
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Harvey André said he recalled 
letters from Willers to the 
Minister, but said he was "not 
aware of any endorsement." 
Dianna O'Doherty, spokesper- 
son for Erik Nielsen also denied 
any knowledge of the Willers 
letters or endorsements. 

Other Ministerial aides 
acknowledged receipt of the 
Willers letter and a pre- 
production copy of the Review, 
but also indicated no endorse- 
ment would be issued. 

Willers himself seems to have 
become an extremely unpopular 
figure among conservative jour- 
nalists in Canada and the U.S., 
because of his unethical prac- 

Jonathon Cohen, IEA Stu- 
dent Co-ordinator said the na- 
tional magazine is a "totally 



renegade affair," and will 
receive no IEA funds." 

Of Willers* now defunct 
newspapers, Cohen said "they 
had the life of most student pro- 
jects: very short — and very 
radical." 

"The unusual drive, deter- 
mination and obsession of Mr. 
Willers continues to surprise 
me; however, he has fallen short 
in the past, and I think he will 
continue to do so." 

The pie-production mock-up 
of Canadian National Review, 
also obtained by CUP, contains 
several articles re- 
printed — without 
credit — from The Princeton 
Tory (an IEA paper), 
Princeton's "only journal of 
moderate and conservative

McGill's team of four Law 
students has won the Canadian 
Division of the ' Jcssup Interna- 
tional Law Moot Court Com- 
petition' in Alberta, and will go 
on to the World Final held in 
New York this April. 

It was the first time McGill 
has won the Canadian division 
of the Phillip C. Jessup Interna- 
tional Law Moot Competition, 
but the bilingual team is confi- 
dent about making it to the 
finals in New York. 

McGill must win in the inter- 
national division before playing 
the winner of the American 
division in the finals. 

Said team member Daniel 
Gogek, " We've been told the 
calibre of the Canadian division 
is higher than the 
international." However, 
Gogek continued " its 50-50 
once we get to the Americans." 

The team argues both sides of 
an international dispute bet- 
ween the fictional nations IC- 
BAM and MIRVA, both 
signatories of a nuclear arms 
non-proliferation treaty. When 



ICBAM begins developing 
nuclear weapons, while all other 
nations in the region declare a 
nuclear-free zone, MIRVA 
bombs ICBAM's nuclear 
facilities. 

Asked if the team had a per- 
sonal preference in the dispute, 
team member Julie Latour said: 
" I think we're all more for 
MIRVA." But, Gogek quickly 
interjected, "it all depends." 

Gogek and Latour also dif- 
fered on the relevance of an in- 
ternational court. 

"I think international law is 
taking on a more legitimate 
role" said Gogek, but Latour 
objected: "Come on, it was 
disastrous what the Americans 
did in Nicaragua." 



The McGill team, which won 
five awards in the Canadian 
division is currently attempting 
to raise approximately $8000 in 
expenses for their week in New 
York. 

Last year, Nova Scotia's 
Dalhousie University beat out 
21 other nations and 12 U.S. 
universities in the competition 
to take the title.

sional cartoons, courses in layout techni- 
ques, advice and contacts with profes- 
sional conservative journalists, editorial 
advice and methods for approaching 
advertisers. 

These services are provided for free in 
order to "give them the opportunity to 
compete against other university 
publications," said Dodt. 

The USIC is dedicated to building up 
a core of right-wing journalists in order 
to combat what it sees as "the entrench- 
ed liberal bias" in the mainstream 
media, and to bring conservative ideas 
to North American campuses. 

Although both organisations have 
similar goals, "the USIC is much more 
right-wing and has fewer academics than 
the IEA," said Fred Clarkson of Inter- 



change, a Washington-based organisa- 
tion which monitors right-wing activity.

Buy-out" the U.S. weekly 
newsmagazine the Nation referred to the 
the Daily's IEA story, and compared 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney's con- 
cessions to U.S. business interests to the 
IEA's student campaign in Canada. 
"The legislation comes as Canada is 
agog with the realization that at least ten 
publications affiliated with its univer- 
sities, among them McGill Magazine 
and Queen's University's Libertas, have 
been receiving funds and editorial 
guidance from the Institute for Educa- 
tional Affairs. The Nation states the 
magazines "predictably, called for more 
U.S. investment in Canada. The 
magazines could offer themselves as 



shining examples of what these dollars 
can buy." 

Unlike the IEA, the Council does not 
wait for grant applications from conser- 
vative students, said Dodt, but goes out 
and recruits staff for its newspapers. 

"We have found this to be a good way 
of promoting the conservative cause on 
campuses," he said. 

Interchange's Clarkson describes the 
IEA and Council programmes as "cor- 
porate welfare for rich students." He 
believes the network of subsidies, grants 
and professional advice for the student 
newspapers from the two Institutes, 
backed by millions of dollars, con- 
tradicts their avowed free enterprise 
philosophy. 

Another USIC publication, The 
Princeton Tory, will have trouble doing 



without USIC funds next year. The 
USIC gave them 85 per cent of their 
515,000 operating budget for this year. 

"They're going to have to keep sup- 
porting us for a while," Yoram Hazony, 
editor of the Tory, told the Daily. 

Dodt stressed how hard it is for con- 
servative papers to continue publishing 
after getting the initial help from 
organisations like the IEA. 
, "Campuses can be very hostile to new 
ideas and some newspapers have a very 
hard time getting established," he said. 
"Our message to them is you're not in it 
alone." 

Dodt stressed the USIC did not pro- 
vide a constant source of funding. "If 
they're doing well, we leave them 
alone," he said. However, Dodt added 
they stop funding newspapers and jour- 
nals that don't show any promise. 
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Memorandum 40: still investigating the Holocaust

The Roosevelt administration 
forfeited the lives of several 
hundred thousand Jews locked 
in extermination camps in Nazi 
Germany, argues historian 
David Wyman. 

Wyman is one of several 
speakers in Memorandum 40 — 
a Holocaust Dossier 4 Decades 
Later. The series of speakers 
and films, presented by Hillel, 
Program Board and Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society, 
reflects the on-going investiga- 
tion of the Holocaust and its 
consequences.

of these degrees were for 
American institutes, primarily 
in California. 

One Toronto pharmacistb 
bought a medical degree from 
Medical Education Placement 
Inc for $10,000. He testified to 
a Congressional Selection Com- 
mittee that if it were not for his 
capture, "I would have made a 
good doctor." 

McGill registrar Jean-Paul 
Schuller did not seem too 
alarmed about the fake McGill 
degrees. "McGill's degrees are 
well enough recognised across 
North America tht it would take 
a good forgery to trick 
somebody." 

Schuller said he feels the 
crime is not so much those with 
the fake diplomas but those 
with the real ones who be beaten 
out of a job by someone with a 
fake record which shows better 
grades. 

He is surprised, however, that 
Gunter's operation was scllng 
diplomas, noting that 
transcripts were the documents 
schools go by in North 
America. 

"In the Third World, though, 
the diploma is much more the 
thing that opens doors, Schuller 
said. 

Asked whether he was flat- 
tered that McGill diplomas were 
being faked Schuller said he 
would "much rather not get in- 
vovled, even though it is a sort 
of back handed compliment." 

RCMP Sergent Carl Stowski 
said he did not know if the 
RCMP was trying to track 
down Canadians with fake 
diplomas from U.S. univer- 
sities, and that if the RCMP was 
just co-operating with an FBI 
effort they would not comment 
on it. ,

In response to the Feb.13 story 
'Hunger Project Feeds Itself and lo the 
subsequent letter of protest lo it, written 
on March 4th by Hunger Project ad- 
vocate Sun Kyung Kim, I would like to 
make the following comments. 

During the beginning of last semester 
I was approached by Ms. Kim and one 
of her Hunger Project associates and 
asked if I would, then and there, attend 
a three hour briefing on ending hunger. 
After a moment's hesitation, Ms. Kim 
urged mc (o take a stand and sec what I 
could do as my contribution to end 
hunger. I went to the briefing. 

At Ihe door Ms. Kim greeted all who 
entered by pinning a name tag on them. 
Of the approximately twelve who show- 
ed up, all were also handed a 3 X 5 inch 
card to sign, pledging their commitment 
lo end world hunger. 




I leather, one of Ms. Kim's associates, 
was quick to point out that by signing 
the card we would each be doing our 
part in helping to end hunger on the 
planet by Ihe year 2000. In no way were 
wc committing ourselves in any finan- 
cial or time-consuming way, assured 
Heather; wc were just assuring ourselves 
lhat we wished hunger to end. In fact, 
exclaimed Heather, we would be helping 
to end hunger by our mere awareness of 
having signed the card. 

In a later encounter. Heather asked 
for a real commitment: "We'd like lo 
get you lo come out with us next Satur- 
day for three hours on ihe street gelling 
others to sign this card. All I want you 
to do is to commit yourself. Just say 
you'll do it. Committing yourself 
doesn't mean you have to keep your 
commitment, it just means you're pro- 
bably going lo keep it. It's just like 
when you write a lest, you promise 
-yourself you're going lo do well even if 
you dpn'i." 

Al Hunger Project meetings you are 
quickly made aware of what, in the Pro- 
ject's eyes, is the most fulfilling and 
worthy route for you lo lake. One or the 
highest 'goats' you can achieve is to 
become a briefing leader so you, too, 
can 'officially' give Hunger Project 



briefings to other concerned people. Of 
course, there's a course thai must be 
taken before you're fully qualified lo 
give briefings, something that costs a 
hundred dollars or so. - 

It's particularly interesting lo note 
that as well as having taken a 'briefing 
course', there's something else that 

"look at what's possible in life" by ask- 
ing such questions as "what kind of a 
being is a human being?" and explores 
such mind-boggling concepts as 
"thoughts have us, we don't have 
thoughts." 

Those who question whether est is 
part of Ihe Hunger Project or not 
should also seriously question why Ms. 
Kim, Hunger Project enthusiast, has 
taken both err and the 'forum*. 

Hunger Project briefings last for 
three or four hours. During the first 
half hour you will be thanked ever-so- 
much for ihe worthiness of your efforts 
and told of how you will be learning so 
many startling facts about hunger in ihe 
next three hours. By this time there's 
only two and a half hours left. 

Before the first half hour is up, the 
briefing leader will also ask at least fif- 
teen times whether or not she's going 
too fast — something you wish were 
possible. For the next two hours the 
briefing leader will then read anywhere 
from SO to 100 pages or factual but also 
highly redundant material related to 
hunger. 

A half hour is left at the end of the 
session for suggestions on what you can 
do to stop hunger - more specifically, 
what you are going to commit yourself 
to do to help stop hunger. 

Ms. Kim, incidentally, in her letter to 
the Daily, says the Daily "invalidated 
her commitment" by publishing their 
Feb. 13 article on The Hunger Project. 
This vague and haphazard use of the 
word 'commitment' is later used in Ms. 
Kim's letter where she stales "my par- 
ticipation in ending Hunger is not just a 
good cause or the right thing to do, it is 
a serious commitment." 

Prior lo leaving Ihe briefing, I asked 
Heather why she hadn't once mentioned 
any of the political reasons for hunger: 
"Why do some governments support 
third-world countries heavily while 
others are left lo fend for themselves?". 
Heather was speechless.' 

At a later date, I once again attended 
a Project meeting, this time a more for- 
mal one at the group's Old Montreal of- 
fice. My probing into this strange group 
called the Hunger Project has strongly 
suggested lo me that Hunger Project 
devotee's thinking patterns are shaped. 
Sometimes the technique is called brain- 
washing. 

It is not simply the fact that Project 
members arc instructed as lo what and 
what not to say. There is clearly 
sopicî'-'ns lacking in their personalities, 
most briefing leaders have been ù. 
suaded to take: est. Although 



sometimes a very difficult piece of in- 
formation to extract out of these in- 
dividuals, enough probing will readily 
reveal that est is very much a part of ihe 
Hunger Project. Il's not surprising, 
since Werner Erhard founded both 
organizations. The $475 Erhard 
Seminar Training (later est) program 
has now been 'retired*, according to 
Charles Hazdon ofer's Montreal Area 
Ccnue. and replaced by a new and im- 
proved version as or Jan. I oT this year 
— one which costs "slightly more" ax 
$525. Like est. this new program, ihe 
•Forum*, consists or two two-weekend 
sessions, that according to Hazdlon, 
They are diher unable or unwilling lo 
answer bask questions such as "How . 
many less people arc starring as a result 
of the Hunger Project's efforts?" An 
incredible reply came forth from the 
group leader, Ms. Shannon McLean 
when I asked this. 

"It's wonderful you arc asking ques- 
tions and arc partidpaiing in Ihe 
Hunger Project," said McLean. "It's 
good you're concerned because that's 
why we're all here today." 

I was then showered with applause 
from Ms. McLean and a number of 
other 'supporters' who congratulated 
me for bring such a 'good' person. My 
question, of course, remained 
unanswered. 

As the Daily reported earlier, all of 
the Montreal Hunger Project staff have 
taken est training, though when asked in 
person I hey appear very uneasy about 
the question. In a recent phone conver- 
sation. Hunger Project Director Charles 
Provost was asked the following ques- 
tion: "Do you know anything about 
EST?" He replied "I read about it." 
He was then asked, "Did you ever do 
est!" He replied: 

"uh...uh...well...what 1 do with my 
personal lire is my business." Joanne 
Forget, in charge or donations, recently 
denied even having heard or est 
although she has taken est training. 

The Hunger Project is a scam. It 
starts off by getting an emotional 
response to a world-wide problem. Il ex- 
ploits this emotion and leaves logic by 
the way-side. After a few hours briefing 
you are asked lo make a cult-like com- 
mitment. For those who are vulnerable, 
the sense of commitment deepens with 
amount or time — and money — spent 
on Ihe Hunger Project. Dedicated sup- 
porters are encouraged lo lose their 
sense of rational and lo live for Ihe 
Hunger Project, noi for the cause of 
hunger. 

I implore anyone who questions any 
ol the above statements lo open their 
eyes and sec for thcnudves. The facts 
will siare you in ili>- face.
